U.S. Aid Europe Plan

In sharp contrast to diplomatic “eggs” which in earlier 
days required months, and sometimes years, to hatch, the 
Europe-wide plan of State Secretary Marshall of the United 
States for economic assistance has in 10 days become the 
focal point of discussion in the capitals of the world. 


Today, that soon after its original enunciation at 
a Harvard University commencement exercise, observers 
said it has the earmarks of being either the long-sought 
touchstone to Russo-Western co-operation or else of the 
axe to cleave them irrevocably apart.

There is no power in any 
law of Canada to compel an immi 
grant to stay with a particular job. 
The only possible sanction in the 
case of an immigrant would be the 
threat of deportation and the only 
authority which can deport a per- 


son is the government. No private | 


employer can deport anybody and 


his only recourse if a contract is 
broken would be a civil lawsuit. If 
successful this would lead to a 
judgment of the court for repay-

Thus the immigrant stands pre- 


cisely on the same footing as every

Areas of Choice

! 
It is when we consider the fact 
| of freedom as opposed to the feel- 
ing of freedom that the four free- 
doms, as laid down in the Atlantic 
charter, gain significance. They 
were considered as the fundameni- 
als necessary as a basis if real free- 
dom were to exist. In order to aug- 
ment these the United Nations have 
a special committee set up to con- 
sider the question of fundamental 
human rights. This question has 
been debated at some length re- 
cently in-our own Canadian House 
of Commons. An attempt to define 
what some of these basic free- 
doms should be has been laid down 
in the first part of the Alberta 
Bill of Rights which is now going 
before the privy council. It is in- 
teresting to note at this point that 
the courts found that section of 
the bill defining the rights of Al- 
berta citizens to be within the pow- 
ers of the provincial government, 
* % 
IN ORDER to be really free the 
| first thing we must possess is a 
sound mind in a sound body. The 
body must be capable of perform- 
ing the actions we require of it, 
and the mind also must be capable 
of reasoning and logic, free from 
ignorance and superstition and pre- 
judice. The possession of these 
is a prerequisite of freedom. They 
are the instruments through which 
the free will achieve its objectives. 
This brings us to the question 
of the areas of choice which are 
| open to us. This is the key to the 
| fact of freedom and the point at 
|} which it comes into conflict with 
| the feeling of freedom. The fact 


of freedom requires both the wid- 
est possible area of choice with the 
greatest possible number of alter- 
natives to choose from, and it also 
imcludes the necessity for choice. 
And it must be possible to evalu- 
ate the decision itself, That is, we 
must be capable of deciding whe- 
ther our choice was good or baa, 
wise or foolish, praiseworthy or 
blameworthy. It is this necessity 
of evaluating our decisions which 
makes them difficult, which makes 
freedom a burden. It is to escap> 
these difficulties that people are 
so often willing to have their areas 
of choice restricted. Yet this is the 
very core of freedom. 
* % 

FINALLY IF we are to be really 
free we must vend access p the 

atest ible degree to the use 
of the eataral world in which we 
live, the discoveries of science, and 
the facilities offered to us by so- 
ciety. In this regard the develop- 
ment of atomic power is a good 
point to consider. It is expected 
that it will open up a whole new 
world of opportunities to us. The 
possibilities offered by the use of 
atomic enefgy as a source of pow- 
er for industrial and personal use 
are far more important to human 
freedom than its use as a military 
weapon. As a military weapon we 
can expect it to be used to limit 
human freedom, as a source of 
power it can be expected to in- 
crease human freedom by widen- 
ing our areas of choice, extending 


our eapabilities.
